It is asserted by Democratic House 
leaders that Maycr Kiel, aided by Chair- 
man Schmoll and his coworkers tn the 
Republican City Committee, are re- 
sponsible for ths refusal of the Repub- 
lican Delegates fo support the tax 
measure, which carries a 10-cent increase 
for the purpose of providing funds to 
complete the wagon approaches and the 
upper deck of the free bridge. 

Salary Budget Held Up. 

Until the tax hill is disposed of no ac- 
tion will be taken by the House on the 
general appropriation measure, which 
curries the important salary budget for 
the next fiscal year. 

Among other items is that providing 
a contingent fund for the Mayor. Under 
the charter the Mayor is allowed $12,500 
a year to spend as he sees fit for any 
public purpose. 

In retaliation for the threats of the lo- 
cal Republican machine to punish Dem- 
ecratic jobholders and because of the 
Mayor's hostility to the projected tax in- 
crease, the Democratic House majority 
is threatening to cut this iter out of the 
general appropriation bill, thereby add- 
ing ,»to the already strained relations 
between the administration and the 
legislative body. 

The so-called “contingent fund’ is 
spent secretly by the Mayor and no ac- 
counting of it is made to the public, nor 
is anyone, except the Comptroller and 
Auditor, permitted to inspect the vouch- 
crs showing the manner in which it is 
disbursed. 

Authority for Secret Fund. 

The Mayor’s nuthority for the expendi- 
ture of a contingent fund is found in 
Article 1, Sectioa 11 of the Revised 


Code, as follows: 


“The Mayor shall have power to take 
auch secret mengurcs as he may deem 
necessary for the detection and appre- 
hension of offenders against law or ordi- 
rance, but all expenditures of money in 
relation to such services. shall be paid 


| out of the fund allowed the Mayor for 


expenditures on \acccunt of secret serv- 
ice and removal of paupers.”’ 

Section 12 provides that for “secret 
service’’ purpos»s and the ‘‘removal of 
paupers,”’ the Mayor shall be allowed 
to draw on the City Comptroller and 
Auditor in an amount not to exceed $12,- 
500 a year. 

Comptroller Player told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the Mayor is not ra- 
stricted as to the manner of spending 
this money, so long as it is confined to 
public use, 

From 1905 to 1909, Mayor Wells spent 
$35,000 out of the $50,000 allowed for con- 
tingent expenses. Mayor Kreismann‘s 


‘.» administration expended $45,000. 


“The accounts in connection with this 
fund are not open to examination,” sai4 
Comptroller Player. ‘‘A great deal of 
the money is employed in agsisting poor 
persong and occasionally in the conduct 
me an investigation by the Mayor’s of- 

ice.’’ 


Auto Budget Opposed. 
Besides the aid for a: el ex- 


penses, the Democratic Assemblymen 
are considering the advisability of eliin- 
‘inating the appropriation of $22,000 for 
the purchase of automobiles for use in 


aa the various municipal departments. 


These and similar reductions now in 
contemplation, hinge on the outcome of 
the Democratic efforts to pass the tax 
increase bill over the Mayor's veto. If 
this attempt should fall, the Democrat- 
ic plan is to let the present tax rate of 
82.22 on the $100 valuation stand, thus 
leaving the city short $200,000 of the 
amount necessary to meet next year's

Most of these were present at the Turner 
Hall meeting, and sume expressed objec- 
tion to the nude figure, while others said 
the design should have included busts 
or medallions of the three editors. 


250 Letters Oppose Nude Figure. 

Some 20 letters complaining of the 
design, chiefly because of the feminine 
figure, were received last week by rela- 
tives of the late Emi: Preetorius, one of 
the editors to be commemorated. 

Franz Vittor, one of the competitors, 
said Monday that he believed all the de- 
signs should be thrown out and a 
new competition started, with new 
conditions clearly stated. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter sought an 
interview with Adolphus A. Busch on 
the controversy, but he would not con- 
sent to give his opinion personally. 
Through his son-in-law, Edward A, 
Faust, he made the following state- 
ment: 

“The ‘Naked Truth’ is not really sym- 
bolic of the strong characters of Schurz, 
Preetorius and Daenzer, and this does 
not exactly tally with journalism,: diplo- 
macy and editorials. This is not suf- 
ficient to satisfy the public, who want 
stronger material.’’ 

Aside from the foregoing dictated 
Statement, Faust said Busch is of the 
opinion that plans for the memorial 
should be entirely reconsidered and that 
before final action is taken by the com- 
mittee the design should be submitted 
to the living heirs of the men whose 
memory is to be honored. 

“W. U. Art Clique,” Says Vittor. 
Vittor, whose studio is at 2706 Law- 
n avenue, attributed the rejection 

of his design to W. K. Bixby, one of 
the advisers to the committee." He 
said Bixby represented “the Wash- 


ington University art clique.” 
“TIT have never enjoyed the favor of 


this clique,’ said Vittor, “perhaps be- 
cause 1 have given no time to so-called 
social’ obligations. I have done work 
for August A. Busch in the ornamenta- 
ton of his country place and of Sunset 
Inn, and lately I prepared a design for 
a monument to Gen. Bowen, a Confed- 
erate hero, for the National Park at 
Vicksburg. Capt. Frank Galennie gave 
me the commission, the selection of a 
sculptor having been left to him. The 
Secretary of War approved of it, and 
Capt. Rigbee, commissioner in charge 
of the Vicksburg Park, praised it high- 
ly; but one of the Washington Univer- 


Jsity clique, who had previously left the 


matter to Capt. Galennie, objected. tuo 
accepting my design, and the matter is 
now in a state of uncertainty. 

“I was explaining my design for the 
Journalism monument to the fire regu- 
lar members of the committee last 
Monday at the Mlibrary and they 
seemed very favorable, but when Mr. 
Bixby entered and saw me, he shrugged 
his shoulders and his attitude toward 
me seemed immediately to affect the 
others. 

“The fact is that none of the seven 
designs submitted, including my own, 
Was appropriate to the subject. This 
Was not the fault of the sculptors. We 
were told that our task was to symbo- 
lize ‘the German spirit in America.’ 
Now it appears that the theme should 
have been ‘German Journalism in Amer- 
ica.’ The best thing to do would be to 
reject all the designs and open a new 
competition.” 

Vittor spoke of George Julian Zo}- 


jhay’s design as reminding him strongly 


of a monument to the Fatherland, erect. 
ed in Germany a few years ago.

ment in California to submit the anti- 
alien act to a referendum is understood 
to be viewed by the administration as 
affording furthe: opportunity for diplo- 
matic adjustment of the issues between 
the United States and Japan. 

It has been aysumed here that because 
cf the apparently overwhelming senti- 
ment in California in favor of Japanese 
éxclusion from ie¢nd owning there might 
be difficulty in securing the 2,000 sig- 
matures necessary to invoke the refer- 
éndum. Now that the exclusion element 
itself, or rather its most radical com- 
ponent—the Asiatic Exclusion League— 
has taken up the movement, the proh- 
ability of its success has greatly in- 
creased, in its officia! judgment. 

The Japanese Government is not ex- 
pected to approve that method of deai- 
ing with its protest, though probably 
it will be difficult for the Tokio For- 
eign Office to find technical grounds 
for objection to the method in whica 
California is attempting to legisiate. 
Officials here feel that Japan regards 
the present as the best time perma- 
nently to settle the question and that it 
will contemplate with impatience a de- 
lay of at least a year and a half, even 
though in the interim the proposed 
laws were not applied to the Japanese 
in California. 


EARLY END OF CINCINNATI 
CAR STRIKE IS PREDICTED 


Union Men and Company Repre- 
sentatives in Conference 


Over Demands. 
CINCINNATI, O., May 19.—The tenth 
day of the strike of the employes of 
the Cincinnati Traction Co. brought def- 
inite indications that an agreement was 
a probability within the next 24 hours. 
Both sides this morning united in 
asking Judge Geoghegan of the Com- 
mon Pleas Court to postpone action on 
the petition filed by the City of Cin- 
cinnati on Saturday for a receiver for 
the company. 

They gave as their reason that im- 
portant conferences were going on that 
might lead to a settlement, and, ac- 
cordingly, the Court postponed the hear- 
ing of argument until tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Immediately following this action, rep- 
resentatives of the traction company 
and the street carmen’s union met and 
resumed their conference that started 
Sunday. At noon they were still in 
closed session. No announcements were 
forthcoming other than the plain state- 
ment: 

“We are endeavoring to reach an 
agreement.”

MVTH, GROCERS 
CHIEF DECLARES 


President Tells National Con- 
vention Trusts Have Put 
Blame on Retailer. 


The delegates to the convention of the 
National Association of Retail Grocers 
will not recognize the high cost of liv- 
ing. They would not know it if they 
saw it, according to l’resident John W. 
Lux in his address. He declared the 
high cost is a myth, and it is prepos- 


ferous to blame the retailers for some- 
thing which does not exist. 

A few moments after Lux concluded 
his address, the retail grocers were 
called the “Sunshine Spreaders of the 
World’ by a representative of the St. 
Louis Coffee Roasters’ Association in 
presenting a large bouquet of roses to 
the women attending the convention. 

Trusts Blame Grocers. 

“We have been blamed for high prices 
by the railroads and the trusts, and 
the public has grabbed the bait and 
run away with it,’’ Lux declared. ‘“‘We 
should establish a publicity bureau to 
prepare for the public press our side of 
the question and get it before the con- 
sumer.”’ 

The salvation of the retailer is to work 
hand in hand with the men in, overalls, 
the farmer and laboring man, instead of 
in the interest of the $l-a-minute man in 
broadcloth with his subservient army of 
politicians and camp followers, accord- 
ing to Lux. He said this also would 
force a reduction of prices and would be 
of lasting benefit to the consumér, who 
has accepted the false doctrines 
preached by the moneyed interests. 

George A. Scherer of Illinois, former 


oresident of the erganization, denicd that 


the high cost of living exists, but de- 
clared there are some men who think 
the world is theirs, and are attempting 
to convince others that they are correct 
in their opinion. He referred to the 
(rust magnates whu “seek to fix prices 
and deny to the public the right to eat 
at a reasonable price.’’ 

A remedy for this condition, he said, 
is for the retail grocers to do business 
more cheaply and ecconomically, stand- 
nardize their service and demand that 
ptices of standard gcods be fixed so that 
the retailer can take a living profit and 
yet it will be within reach of the purse 
of the consumer. 

“Americans Best Fed.” 

The American pubklic is “the best fed 
‘n the world,” he said, in giving it as 
his belief that the consumers now have 
mnore money left from their earnings 
than in past decades, and that the al- 
leged high cost of living is as “thin as 
vapor.’’ 

An amendment to the Sherman anti- 
trust law so that by combination the 
retailers may demand. decreases in the 
price of commodities, was recommended 
by Lux. The repeal of the il0-cent 
tax on oleomargerine also was demanded 
as a Strike at the so-called butter trust. 

The convention opened Monday at 
the Planters Hotel and will continue 
until Thursday. About 250 delegates 
attended the first session, several of 
whom were women. <A series of en- 
tertainments for the delegates have 
been arranged by the St. Louis Retail 
Grocers’ Association.

J. Goode Cabanne’s Deposition 
Tells Why He Had Mrs, 
Manger Arrested. 


The deposition of J. Goode Cabanne 
Was read Monday in the suit of Mrs. 
Frederick H. Manger of 6720 Von Ver- 
sen avenue against Cabanne and his 
former wife, Lillian Cabamme, Eugene 
C. Dreyer and his wife, Monroe Price 
and his wife, and Jules F. Bingle for 


$60,000 damages for false arrest. 

The suit grows out of the arrest of 
Mrs. Manger on the complaint of the 
Cabannes following several quarrels be- 
tween the Mange> ana Cabanne children. 
The other defendants are neighbors, 
who, Mrs. Mangcr asserts, aided Cab- 
anne in paying the $50 costs to have the 
suit against her dismissed in police 
court. 

Appcealed to Court Officer. 

Cabanne testified that after the pa- 
rents had taken up the quarrel of the 
children he appealed to Probation “Offi- 
cer Hugh Fullerton to protect his chil- 
dren against the assaults of Margery 
Manger, a daughter of Mrs. Manger. 

Fullerton replied, according to Cab- 
anne, that the neighborhood in which 
the families lived is too respectable to 
have a clothes-line war. He then ap- 
pealed to the police and caused the war- 
rant to be issued. 

The case was begun before a jury in 
Judge McQuillin’s court. Most of the 
morning was taken up in selecting the 
jury and in the opening statements of 
the lawyers. 

Many neighbors of those named in the 
suit, and residents cf the Cabanne dis- 
trict were in court to hear the lesti- 
mony. 

Mts. Manger bases her suit on two 
warrants issued against her, charging 
her with disturbing the peace and threat- 
ening to strike the Cabanne children, 
Olive and Goode Cabanne. She alleges 
she was arrested May 17, 1912, and was 
compelled to go two miles with a con- 
stable to Justice Moore’s court, where 
she wads in custody four hours before 
she arranged a bond and was released. 

As a result of her arrest, she alleges 
she became nervous and was kept: in 
ted for some time by illnéss. 

Cabanne Girl Whipped. 

The Cabannes, at the time of the quar- 
rels, lived at 5445 Von Versen avenue. 
Cabanhe, in his deposition, declares 
Qlive Cabanne complained to him that 
she had been whipped by Margery Man- 
ger because she defended her brother, 
Goode. 

He went to see Manieer about the con- 
troversy, he testified, and Manger prom- 
ised to take up the matter with his wife 
and prevent future hostilities. The quar- 
rels continued, according to his testt- 
mony, until one evening he and his wife 
went to the home of a.neighbor and 
heard Mrs. Manger tell her daughter in 
an angry manner that if “she didn’t ge: 
Olive Cabanne she would get her her- 
self.’’ 

His appeal to Fullerton and the 
police followed. He later dismissed 
the suits and paid the costs, he tes- 
tified, never having intended to pros- 
ecute the cases. His intention was, 
he declared, only to prevent future 
fights between the children and elim- 
inate the quarrel of the parents.

Members of Two-by-Four So- 
ciety in TWo Galleries. 


By F. E. A. CURLEY, 
Curator of the City Art Museum. 
St. Louis art to the front, will be the 
note of the picture exhibitions. for a 
month or so to come, Public attention 
will be drawn to the fact that this city 
has painters and sculptors and workers 
in other fields of art, whose productions 
are worthy of attention and of apprecia- 
tion, and these artists are not standing 
still. Their art grows. That St. Louls 
art is richer, fuller and more satisfying 
than in the past was seen in an advance 
view of. new pictures now to be placed 
On view in the public galleries. 

Sunday the City Art Museum opened 
the seventh annuai exhibition of the 
Two-by-Four Society of St. Louis, in 
galleries 18 and 19, in the west wing. 
The new collection contains 49 paintings 
and six works of sculpture, by 14 con- 
tributors. The Two-by-Four Society is 
he principal official organization of St. 
Louis artists, and contains  painters,. 
sculptors, architects and workers in ap- 
plied design. The members are Oscar 
E. Berninghaus, Robert P. Bringhurst, 
Charles P. Davis, Gustav F. Goetsch, 
Victor S. Holm, M. P McArdle, Arthur 
Mitchell, F. O. Slyvester, Gustav von 
Schlegell, Dawson-Watson, Jesse N. 
Watson, Carl -G. Waldeck, Gustave 
Wolff, F. Humphry, W. Woolrych and 

H. Wuerpel. 

An advance copy of the museum cata- 
logue of this collection. says: ‘*‘Due 
consideration of the exhibition here set 
forth will convince the discriminating 
and judicious art lover that some of 
the artists of St. Louis have something 
to sav and the capacity to say it. The 
collection will bear the comparisons 
which naturally will suggest themselves 
to the museum visitor.” 

Oscar E. Berninghaus’ Indian and 
pioneer life pictures begin the cata- 
logue interestingly. Berninghaus draws 
well and gets a good deal of 
truth in his color. His work is 
characterful of American painters 
who have sought to portray pioneer 
life. He has studied his chosen sub- 
ject closely in New Mexico and else- 
where, and of the American artists 
who build on this theme he now has 
to be recognized as among the more 
capable, direct and truth preserving 
of the leaders in this field of the 
national art. 

Work of St. Louis Sculptors. 

The next work in the list is that 
of Robert Porter Bringhurst, the 
sculptor. Bringhurst'’s, work is 
graceful. It includes a group repre- 
senting “Music,” for the Litle Rock 
Opera House; “Boy and Turtle,” a de- 
sign for a fountain at Hot Springs, 
Ark.: and a portrait head, .. called 
“Study of a: Musician.” 

Until the World’s. Fair, the Grant 
statue, Bringhurst’s work, stood for 
many years as the one public monu- 
ment embodying the new inspiration 


to so high a plane in the Jast two or 
three decades. Now that a new spirit 
of appreciation has come upon the 
country, giving sculpture a new 
meaning for the citizen who begins 
to see that there is a great work to 
do for civic beautification,.Mr. Bring- 
hurst’s art has a more vital signifi- 
cance for the people of St. Louls. 

The other sculptor exhibiting is 
Victor S. Holm. He shows a statuette 
called “The Man of Sorrows;” a study 
called “Victory,” and his scale model 
for the Ives memorial. Both of these 
artists have been active in recent 
projects for public monuments, an: 
both received money prizes in the 
competition for the Schurz-Daenzer- 
Preetorius memorial awarded last 
week. Severrl such projects have 
been broache.l], and the work of these 
St. Louis sculptors is likely to be an 
important factor. It can be studied 
to good advantage in this collection.

artistic brotherhood. They are not 
alike, but are “sympathetic in feel- 
ing. Both of-these artists paint har- 
monious compositions with toneful- 
ness.and rich color. 

With the new collection, five gal- 
leries of the Museum now are de- 
voted to the exposition of the present 
production and _ tendencies of the 
West inart. The St. Louls exhibition 
holds its own. in strength with that 
of the Society of Western Artists, in 
galleries 25, 30 and 31. An unusual 
opportunity is presented for the crit- 
ical public to see what Western art- 
ists have to say; and there are plenty 
of American paintings in the other 
galleries of the Museum with which 
to compare these works and see 
where they stand in national art. It 
is fair to say that many good and in- 
teresting and some beautiful pictures 
will reward the visitor to these two 
special exhibitions. 

Mr. Lockwood de Forest's one- 
artist exhibit of paintings of Alaska 
and California is the other special 
exhibition at the galleries in Forest 
Park.

WOOL MANUFACTURER ON 
TRIAL FOR CONSPIRACY 


W. M. Wood and Others Charged 
With Conspiring to “Plant” 
Dynamite at Lawrence. 
BOSTON, May 19.—William M. Wood, 
president of the American Woolen Co 
and a textile manuf.cturer of interna- 
tional reputation, Frederick E. Atteaux 
and Dennis J. Collins were placed on 
trial today charged with conspiring to 
“plant” dynamite at Lawrence during 
the textile strike in that city in Janu- 
ary, 1912. The trial has been awaited 
with special interest because it is the 
first time in Massachusetts that a seri- 
ous criminal charge arising from labor 
difficulties has been preferred against a 

manufacturef. 

Atteaux is a dealer in chemicals and a 
friend of Wood. Collins is a dog fancier 
of Cambridge. It is charged that the 
three conspired with John J. Breen, an 
undertaker of Lawrence, and Ernest R 
Pitman, a builder of Andover, to place 
dynamite in a house occupied by strik- 
ing textile operatives for .the purpose 
of prejudicing public opinion by making 
it appear that the strikers had posses- 
sion of an explosive which they intena- 
ed to use in damaging mill property .

Unfit If They Are. 
Dr. Van Dyke said that if these young 
men are unfit for the ministry he is 
unfit and that the doctrinal questions 
which he could not answer are not es- 
sential to the Christian faith. 
If there must be a heresy trial he in- 
vited the General Assembly to “try It 
on &@ grown man” and not on “eager- 
hearted, sensitive boys.”’ 
He said that real orthodoxy is not to 
be measured by definitions but by the 
spirit that is man. His direct reference 
to the cases of the four young Union 
Seminary men, Tertius Van Dyke, Philip 
S. Bird, Chalmers Holbrook and John A. 
Murray, was: 

“You know that a new attempt has 
been made lately in the Presbyterian 
Church to exalt the letter above the 
epirit in judging of the fig.ess of men 
for the Christian pulpit. Four true- 
hearted and devoted young men, among 
whom is my dear son who is to be or- 
dained tonight, have offered their lives 
to the service of Christ in the ministry. 
They have confessed their faith In God 
the Father as the Almighty Ruler of the 
Universe, in the Holy Spirit speaking in 
the Bible as the supreme authority in 
matters of religion, and in Jesus Christ 
as the Divine Kadeemer.

ASSAILED BY BRYAN

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Secretary of 
State Bryan yesterday addressed a 
meeting of the Washington Peace So- 
ciety in celebration of the fourteenth 
anniversary of the first meeting at The 
Hague. 

“War is in the interest of a few 
people, not of all,”” Mr. Bryan declared, 
“The profits are garnered by a few, 
while the masses pay the taxes. A few 
men gain glory, while the mothers of 
the nation furnish the sons who make 
food for battleships. War rests upon 
feeling, not upon necessity. Back of 
much of the furore of war is a selfish 
interest In the manufacture of battle- 
ships. And there are men so unpatri- 
ctic that they try to stir up trouble in 
another country against their own, s0 
as to make personal profit’ therefrom. 
Is there any baser use for money? 

“The people are learning to discrim- 
inate also between patriotic newspapers 
and those that seek only for big: head- 
lines. I was glad to see the attack Sec- 
retary Daniels made on this sensation- 
alism. I hope to see this discrimination 
by the people increase."’ 

Secretary Bryan expressed the " belief

S opened its summer stock season 
on Saturday and Sunday evenings, 
good houses being the rule on both 
nights, with an excelent presentation of 
“The Dawn of a Tonicorrow,”’ Mrs. l'ran- 
ces Hodgson Burnett's uplifting play of 
optimism and hopeful courage. 

Miss Diana Storm, the new leading 
woman, played the star role of Glad, the 
London street waif, created by Miss El- 
eanor Robson, now Mrs. August Bel- 
mont, and played it so well as at once 
to become a prime favorite with her St. 
Louis audiences. 

She is a highly trained, earnest and 
genuinely capable English actress, pos- 
sessed of much magnetism, with a pleas- 
ing stage presence and a mobile and ex- 
pressive countenance. Sincerity is the 
keynote of her work. In the play’s 
third and fourth acts she revealed con- 
siderable emotional rower, yet properly 
refrained from a too-strenuous display 
of this quality when once its desirod ef- 
fect was produced. in the story’s lizght- 
er moments the touch of comedy was 
finely evident. Her success in the role 
Was so decisive as to be undeniable. 
Arthur Behrens, the new leading man, 
played the part cf Sir Oliver Holt, the 
world-weary London mifllionaire, with 
competent emphasis.

Fowl With Queer Disease to Be Experimented 
With in Hope of Discovering the Cause 


Paralysis. 


A chicken suffering from limberneck 
was obtained Monday by Dr. EB. W. 
Saunders, in response to his request 
made through the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch, and it will be used in experiments 


to determine the connection of this dis- 
ease with infantile paralysis. 

Two such chickens, one living and one 
which died during the night, were of- 
fered in letters sent to Dr. Saunders. 
He sent at once to the home of William 
Pepperkorn, 3945 Magnolia avenue, for 
the living chicken, and notified the 
owner of the dead chicken, a Mrs. Mc- 
Pheeters of Webster Groves, to send the 
body in. 

The chicken fell dead from the roost 
during the night, and this usually be- 
tokens limberneck. 


Flies to Be Used as Medium. 
The chicken was sent by Dr. Saunders 


to Dr. Tiedemann of Washington Unt- 
versity, who will conduct the scientific 
experiments in his laboratory. - 

The chicken will be killed and its body 
will be exposed in such a manner as to 
attract flies and parasites. Then other 
roultry, dogs and pigs will be fed on 
this parasite life, and the effect on 
them will be observed. 

A monkey, which has been held ready 
for the experiment, will also be fed in 
such a manner as to give him contagion 
from the limberneck chicken and from 
the flies. 

If he becomes paralyzed, the theory of 
a connection between limberneck and 


quired degree the first time. 

Dr. Adrian Blerer of the Washington 
University medical faculty is teaching 
students the Saunders theory of the 
connection between hmber-neck and in- 
fantile paralysis. 

Warns Against Flies. 

Dr. Saunders, in a paper read before 
the State Medical Asvociation last week, 
gave a warning against flies as a means 
of spreading infantile paralysis. He 
said that flies might carry contagion 
from the bodies of dead limber-neck 
chickens to human food. 

He said he had been trying to get the 
body of a chicken suffering from lim- 
berneck for the purpose of confirming 
his theory, but had not succeeded. This 
led to the offer of the Post-Dispatch’s 
aid, and to his offer, made in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, of $5 for a limber- 
neck chicken. 

Since the publication of the Post-Dis- 
patch article, Dr. Saunders has received 
letters from a number of physicians out 
side Missouri, expressing their interes< 
in his theory, and some of them: citing 
facts which might tend to confirm it. 
The nratter was considered especialiy 
timely, as fly-time is the season in

ys The public interest in St. Louis’ six and a half 
- miles of electric railroad connecting the city’s two 
pumping stations on the north is continuous and 
; by no means proportioned to the mileage and 
* amount of rolling stock. During the tenth year 
of its operation the road carried 352,489 passen- 
gers on 4721 trips, with a total trip mileage of 
61,641. The expense apportioned to passenger 
service was $11,584.61, which figures out about 
8.3 cents for each passenger. The average num- 

ber of persons carried on each trip was 74. 

In 1907 the cost for each passenger was also 
8.3 cents and the prediction was then made that 
it would soon be reduced to 2 cents. Slow growth 
in traffic probably explains why this prediction 
has not been fulfilled.

- er restrictions on the permits for free rides over 
the road, passengers may be expected greatly to 
increase and per capita cost to decrease during the 
present year.

A PEACE GIFT TO ENGLAND. 

A truly heroic test. of our peace professions is 
proposed in a bill which Congressman John Hall 
Stephens of Texas has introduced by request. It 
will be remembered that the Alaskan boundary, 
aéer leaving Mount St. Elias, runs for hundreds 
of miles to the southeast, just inside the coast 
line. The bill would cede to England a maze of 
Alaskan islands and coast indentations 536 miles 
long and in many places not more than ten miles 
wide. The area of the strip is almost as large as 
that of Alsace-Lorraine. 

The purpose as set forth is so to re-establish the 
line as to provide a natural boundary, give ac- 
cess to the ocean to a great area of British Amer- 
ica now cut off from the Pacific, and furnish: the 
world with an example of mutual concession.
